The first note presented to the porte 
by the United States legation at Con­ 
stantinople in the m atter of Miss 
Stone’s capture by brigands demand­ 
ed the punishm ent of the guilty par­

E truria anchored here at 6 o’clock 
Sunday evening. 
All on board are 
well. 
She had a com paratively uneventful 
passage, except for the breakdown, 
which 
occurred during the 
dinner 
hour of Feb. 26. 
When this occurred 
the E truria had 
only just finished 
speaking by w ireless telegraphy with 
the Cunard line steam ship Umbria. 
A fter the accident was discovered the 
E truria caiied the Umbria by wireless 
telegraphy for one hour, but without 
success. 
Upon exam ination it was found that 
the ship's propeller had broken off 
outside the tube and the rudder had 
been carried away by the propeller. 
The E truria then sent up rockets 
which were seen by the British steam ­ 
er W illiam Cliff. The latter bore down 
and was alongside in 50 m inutes after 
the accident. 
She stood by until day­ 
light when, after several attem pts she 
succeeded in passing a haw ser aboard 
the Etruria. 
The tank steam er Ot­ 
taw a arrived on the scene at this time. 
The W illiam Cliff then attem pted to 
tow the Etruria, while the Ottawa a t­ 
tem pted to steer her. 
The hawser, 
however snapped. 
The O ttawa stood 
by for two days and 
then left for 
Fayal, bearing the second officer of 
the E truria to report the disaster and 
obtain assistance. 
In the m eanwhile the crew of the 
E truria had made every effort to rig 
a Jury rudder. 
The first such rudder 
was carried away immediately an at­ 
tem pt was made to uso it. 
After fur­ 
ther efforts lasting for two days a 
second jury rudder was successfully 
adjusted and is still in position. 
The passengers of the Etruria were 
satisfied they were in no danger, and 
they praise the conduct of the captain 
and crew of the vessel. 
After the ac­ 
cident the passengers am used them ­ 
selves with the usual deck sports, and 
concerts were held in the first and 
second cabins. 
Only those who were 
anxious concerning business m atters 
chafed at the unavoidable delay. 
The E truria was hoping to communi­ 
cate with the North German Lloyd 
steam er Kronprinz W ilhelm by wire­ 
less 
telegraphy, but her m ast wire 
broke in several places and she was 
unable to repair It until the w eather 
had improved, when it was too late. 
A fter the accident the passage of the 
Cunard steam er was entirely unevent­ 
ful and there occurred nothing of in­ 
terest beyond the daily runs of the 
vessel, which ranged from 60 to IOO 
knots. 
The E truria will walt her for the 
arrival of the Royal Mail steam er Elbe 
which left Southampton for Horta Sat­ 
urday. 
The Elbe will carry the E tru­ 
ria ’s 
passengers to England. 
The 
E truria will then be towed home by 
the two tugs which are now on their 
way out from Liverpool for this pur­ 
pose.

Indianapolis, Ind., March IO.—The 
chances are that the primary elec­ 
tion law will either be repealed by 
the next legislature or liberally amend­ 
ed. 
It has been given sufficient trial 
to dem onstrate that It is not a suc­ 
cess. 
The fact is. it was regarded by 
many as a makeshift when it became 
a law. 
It was put together hurriedly 
to take the place of the Minturn bill 
which was fram ed by members of the 
state board of commerce, representa­ 
tives of other com mercial organiza­ 
tions throughout the state, a few mem­ 
bers of the legislature and prominent 
citizens here. 
The trouble with the 
Minturn bill was that it was too vol­ 
uminous. It covered too many points, 
and after it passed the house the Joss 
bill was substituted. 
The Joss bill 
met with more favor, as it left more 
loopholes, and loopholes were wanted 
by a m ajority of the members whose 
constituency did not care to make the 
first trial of prim ary election reform. 
Reformers complain of the Joss law. 
They charge it was passed in the in­ 
terest of a political ring here, but this 
is winked at by Democrats as well as 
Republicans, as both sides helped to 
enact it. 
Both parties have been 
pledged to the enactm ent of an ade­ 
quate prim ary election law, but when 
the opportunity was offered last year 
to keep the pledges it was evaded. 
But the politicians them selves are now 
interested. 
The trials given the law 
here have dem onstrated that it will 
have to be repealed or amended in 
m any places. 
They dare not repeal 
it entirely, as there is a sentim ent 
among a large portion of the voters 
in favor of direct prim aries. There is 
now considerable talk of am endments, 
and It is probable that before the leg­ 
islature meets again th at an effort will 
be made to frame a better law. J. H. 
Claypool of this city is now communi­ 
cating with various counties in order 
to find out what is desired. It Is now 
proposed that a uniform prim ary law 
shall be enacted, but this will be a 
hard proposition if the members of the 
next session are of the same mind as 
they were last year. 
Prim ary reform 
for all the state seems a long way off. 


A meeting of the Indiana auxiliary 
com m ittee of the McKinley National 
Monument association 
will have a 
m eeting at the statehouse tomorrow 
for the purpose of canvassing the sit­ 
uation. It Is reluctantly adm itted that 
the movement to raise funds in Indi­ 
ana has not been pushed as energeti­ 
cally as was expected or desired. 
It 
was hoped at first that 330,000 would 
be raised. 
Then the chairm en of the 
various com m ittees dropped to $25,000, 
but they will not be able to raise that 
am ount unless 
more energy is dis­ 
played. 
A thorough organization of 
the state was perfected by Frank L. 
Jones, superintendent 
of public in­ 
struction. Addison C. H arris and a 
few others who have taken an active 
interest. 
They have an abundance of 
promises, but the money is coming in 
slowly. 
At the meeting tomorrow an­ 
other effort will be made to get the 
men who promised to take an interest 
to m ake good their promises. 
About 
$10,(HIO has been raised in Indiana and 
it is still hoped th at at least twice 
that am ount will be subscribed within 
the next few’ weeks. 


There will be a m eeting here to­ 
morrow of the executive committee 
of the Republican state com mittee and 
the executive com mittee of the Repub­ 
lican editors’ state association for the 
purpose of arranging for the part tho 
editors will take in the campaign. 
M atters connected with the organiza­ 
tion will also be discussed by Chair­ 
man Goodrich and his executive com­ 
m ute ■. 
It was definitely announced 
that H. C. S tarr of Richmond. W arren 
Bigler of W abash. W alter Schm itt of 
Evansville. Elmer Crockett of South 
Bend. and Sidney W. Cantwell would 
constitute the executive committee. 
These men are among the most prom­ 
inent Republican leaders in Indiana.

on th e S outhern Pacific railroad n ear 
Maxon Station, 25 miles w est of San­ 
derson, yesterday in which 13 people 
w ere killed oui right and 28 were more 
or less injured. 
T he dead: 
T hree children of M art 
Riddle of Cetopa, K an.; E stav on Con- 
traras. Del Rio, Tex.; Andrew C. Shel­ 
ley, wife and child, Loiror. Tex.; child 
of D. E. Housen, Racine, Wis.; Mr. 
and Mrs. W hite, Manitowoc, Wis.; E n ­ 
gineer A. L. Mast, El Paso. Tex.; F ire ­ 
m an H. B ertschoist, El Paso, Tex.; 
L. A. Boone, new s agent, Doyline. la. 
At th e tim e th e accident occurred 
the ill-fated train was running at a 
high rate of speed in order to m ake 
up time. 
T he road at th e point w here 
the w reck occurred is in a rough coun­ 
try, the curves being sh arp and the 
grades heavy. 
It was w hen rounding 
a curve th a t the train left the track, 
it is said, on account of a broken rail. 
T he train was going at such a rate 
of speed th a t the ten d er and engine 
landed 75 feet from w here they left 
the rails. 
T he cars behind piled up 
ag ainst the engine, caught fire and all 
were consum ed except the sleepers. 
A private car owned by T hom as Ryan 
of Bay City, Mich., with his family j 
aboard, w as attached to the rear of 
the train, but it was pulled away be­ 
fore the fire reached it and no one 
in it was injured. 
All th e injured in 
th e coaches ju st behind the express 
and baggage cars were crem ated. The 
people in th e sleepers w ere saved with 
th e assistan ce of the uninjured pas- I 
sengers. 
The wrecked train w as the Galves­ 
ton, H arrisburg and San Antonio w est­ 
bound passenger No. 9 and consisted 
ot an engine, mail car, baggage car, 
one coach, one chair car. th ree tourist 
sleepers, one P ullm an slew1 per and one 
private car. 
The mail car, the bag 
gage car and coaches w ere pil**d to­ 
gether again st the engine and were 
ablaze in a few seconds. 
It was im­ 
possible to move any of th e coaches 
01 the tourist cars, as they were all 
off th e rails and they w ere soon eon 
sum ed by the flames. 
So soon as it 
was possible to get in com m unication 
with the division h ead q u a rters relief 
trains with surgeons and physicians 
w ere s t a r t'd from El Paso. Did Rio 
and Sanderson, picking up along the 
line all the surgeons that could be 
found. 
All of th e inju.'ed who were in 
a condition to be moved w ere sent to 
El 
Paso, w here they 
are receiving 
careful attention.
